Town hires consultant 
to prepare study on 
industrial development 


On Monday, May 12, the 
committee of the whole 
passed a recommendation to 
council to retain Epec Con- 
sulting Western Ltd., as 
consultants to assist town 
staff in the preparation of a 
study of the suitability of 
land on the eastern limits of 
the town for industrial use. 
The recommendation carried 
7 to 0. 

The primary area of 
interest is the east '%2 of 
2-54-25-W4, a half section of 
land located east of Akins- 
dale. 

The time frame for the 
study, according to a mem- 
orandum circulated from the 
town administrator is in the 
order of six to eight weeks. 
The memorandum states that 
this is of concern to one of 
the two developers, Hartford 
Holdings (1963) Ltd., and 
Qualico Developments, whi- 
ch is most anxious to proceed 
“tas soon as possible.”’ 

Mr. R. L. Byron points out 
in his memorandum, ‘‘an 
early start to suitable light 
industrial development with- 
in the Town of St. Albert 
presumably is desirable from 
the point of view of council. 
However, council will agree 
it is important to study and 
be aware of the implications 
arising out of the develop- 
ment and the consultants will 
assist town staff in prepara- 
tion of a study.”’ 

Qualico has proposed that 
they undertake to carry out 
the overall study affecting 
not only their lands but those 
of the adjoining developer. 


Mr. Byron felt this would not 
be acceptable to the ad- 
joining developer and diffi- 
culties could arise. 

In a report circulated from 
Epec Consulting, Mr. Harry 
S. Zuzak states that in the 
view of the consultants, the 
developers are underesti- 
mating the level of consi- 
deration that will be required 
by the town to assure 
themselves of short and long 
term ramifications of the 
proposed industrial develop- 
ment. He notes that Hartford 


Holdings seek development 
of their lands in this current 
construction year. 

The study of any industrial 
development in the town 
would be ideal in the course 
of preparation of the General 
Plan, he said but given the 
six to eight week time frame 
this would be impossible. He 
expresses concern that the 
time limitation would confine 
the depth of analysis in some 
areas. 

Mr. Zuzak recommends

PLANNING WORKSHOP 


On Wednesday, May 14, the Town Planning Department 
in conjunction with the E.R.P.C. convened a joint planning 
workshop at the Sir George Simpson School. The purpose of 
the workshop was to acquaint St. Albert residents with the 
town’s General Plan work and the E.R.P.C.’s Growth Study. 
The town planner and the senior planner for the Growth 
Study were on hand to outline the purpose and progress of 
their respective studies. Resource persons were available to 
answer enquiries on specific topics of interest. Citizens were 
encouraged to express their concerns about, and solutions 
\o,-a wide range of local and regional growth issues. 

A specific concern was evidenced with respect to the rate 
of growth over the past several years, and the feeling that 
rapid growth had negatively affected the quality of life in St. 
Albert. 

Other concerns focused on recreational facilities and 
programs, social and cultural facilities and industrial and 
commercial development. 

A number of citizens at the meeting indicated an interest 
in serving on community study groups, each of which would 
research specific areas of concern and report the results of 
their investigation to the Planning Department and the 
E-R:PC 

It is suggested that residents who are interested in 
participating in these studies should contact the Planning 
Department, in order to facilitate the establishment of 
community study groups. 

Copies of the minutes from the Planning Workshop are 
available at the Planning Department and in the Library. 
Copies of the General Plan Background Paper are also 
available at these two locations. 

It is hoped that all citizens who have the time will 
participate in these study groups and/or in the series of 
public meetings which are scheduled in connection with the 
establishment of a general plan for the Town of St. Albert. 
The next 12 to 14 months are crucial ones in terms of 
establishing the types of general plan which will shape St. 
Albert's future destiny. Citizen input is required if the 
resulting plan is to serve the best long run interests of the 
community.

St. Albert Day Care 
Building cost 


estimated $202,000 


The St. Albert Day Care 
Society proposal for a day 
care centre to be located at 
Fountain Park was presented 
to council for their con- 
sideration on Tuesday, May 
20. Due to the rescheduling 
of the council meeting 
because of the Victoria Day 
holiday particulars of the 
discussion are not available 
for publication at this time. 

Mr. R. L. Byron, town 
administrator, Mr. C. Gale, 
social services director, Ch- 
eryl Smart, director of the St. 
Albert Day Care Society, and 
Vi Oko, building committee 
chairman, met with architect 
Mr. V. Holibitsky to draw up 
plans for a 60-child centre. 

The proposal is for a 73’ by 
73’ building including a 
basement costing $38 per 
square foot. Total cost is 
estimated to be $202,000. 
Subsidization of the project 
would be 20% municipal, 
30% provincial, and 50% 
federal for operation deficits. 
The federal government 
would eventually pay appro- 
ximately 80% of the capital 
costs of the building over the 
next 20 - 25 years. After that 
time, the Town of St. Albert 
will own the building. 


OBJECTIVE OF THE 
PROGRAM 


The main objective of the 
program at the St. Albert 
Day Care Centre is to provide 
“emotional, social, intellec- 
tual and physical develop- 
ment of the preschool child- 
ren who attend the centre,”’ 
reports Chery! Smart. 

The facility will be equip- 
ped for 60 children, the 
existing facility handles 37, 
Phere are 67 names on the 
waiting list as of May 15, 
197S. The present proposal is 
to enroll 58 children at the 
new facility with the two 
remaining spots open for 
social service referrals. 

The proposal for the new 
day care facility was brought 
before council 


early in 
January due io the inade 
quacy of existing facilities 
At that time Mrs, Oko noted 


that in the cases day care 
programs initiated in other 


communities, the provincial: 


government expects that the 
municipality contributes the 
land if provincial funds are 
used for the payment of the 
building. 

Extensive ‘field trip’ act- 
ivities are proposed to be 
included in the program at 
the day care facility. Trips 
would be made to the St. 
Albert Public Library, Ed- 
monton’s Children’s Public 
Library, the Industrial Air- 
port, Lions Park, and Story- 
land Valley Zoo. 

The public health nurse 
has done hearing and vision 
tests with the children and it 
is anticipated that this will 
continue at the day care 
centre. 

Animportant part of the 
program is parental involve- 
ment. This is regarded as 
necessary to learn about the 
‘whole child’ and to provide 
continuity between his or her 


life at home and at the 
centre. 

Communication with the 
parents includes direct con- 
tact with the parents, parent 
meetings, home visits, noti- 
ces posted on the bulletin 
board, and a bi-monthly 
newsletter prepared by the 
staff. 


COMPLETED BY OCTOBER 


Mrs. Gloria Langford, 
publicity person for the 
Society, reports that if 
council approval was forth- 
coming at the May 20 
meeting the project could be 
completed by the beginning 
of October. 

Following council approval 
(if received), the proposal 
goes to the provincial auth- 
orities for their approval. 
Approval from the provincial 
government could take up to 
three weeks and construction 
will likely take about four 
months.

The Board of Trustees of 
the St. Albert Protestant 
Separate School District No.

The joint General Plan - 
E.R.P.C. public meeting 
held May 14 was not heavily 
attended but representatives 
of the organizers are not 
dissatisfied with the input of 
the 90-odd residents in 
attendance. 

The purpose of the meet- 
ing for both the General Plan 
team and the Edmonton 
Regional Planning Commis- 
sion staff was to hear 
concerns and preferences for 
growth from the residents of 
the community. The areas of 
transportation, social serv- 
ices, recreation, industrial 
development, commercial 
development, and general 
growth were dealt with in 
separate group discussions 
and each group reported 
their concerns and recom- 
mendations to the meeting as 
a whole. As each group 
reported their concerns, the 
points were recorded and are 
to be taken into consideration 
in the preparation of the 
general plan for St. Albert as 
well as in the preparation of 
the Edmonton Region Grow- 
th Studies, (E.R.G.S.). 

Mr. Glen Eyford acted as 
master of ceremonies for the 
meeting and he noted that 
over the next several months 
residents of the town of St. 
Albert will have the oppor- 
tunity to explore growth 
issues in greater detail 
through study groups and 
provide further input into the 
preparation of the General 
Plan. 

Mr. Barry Clark, senior 
planner responsible for the 
E.R.G.S., explained that 
both the E.R.P.C. and St. 
Albert are involved in the 
preparation of growth plans. 
While the plan being prepar- 
ed by the E.R.P.C. is broader 
in context, both plans relate 
to each other. 

The E.R.G.S. is looking at 
the problems of urban 
growth, development, and 
relating these to the wants 
and resources of the region, 
Mr. Clark said, and he 
explained that the study was 
intitiated by a concern of the 
people of the region that 
rapid growth was occurring 
in the metropolitan area. The 
study was intended to bea 
method of grasping the 
situation and noting alterna- 
tives so as to have guidelines 
for growth in the future. 

Mr. Wayne Gordon, town 
planner for St. Albert, briefly

170 Street and 170 Avenue 
for access to city, rail align- 
ment through town, public 
transportation, school buses 
and safety, shopping centres 
and access, bridge crossings, 
and many others. 

Recommendations, includ- 
ed stopping Highway 2 
traffic by construction of ring 
roads and by-passes, public 
transportation grant based 
on mileage factor rather than 
per capita, and making 
Highway 2 safer. 


SOCIAL SERVICE - 
EDUCATION 


Classroom space short- 
ages, inadequate recreation- 
al facilities and social facil- 
ities, more people planning, 
and the need for a social 
planning board were includ- 
ed in the concerns of the 
social~service/education gr- 
oup. 

This group recommended 
that early planning would

Light industry was noted 
to be acceptable though 
concern was expressed that 
heavy industry couid follow 
on the heels of light industry. 
The shortage of industrial 
land and services was recog- 
nized and it was felt that 
industry should be separated 
from residential areas. The 
group felt that the regional 
shopping centre could jeo- 
pardize downtown commer- 
cial activity. There were 
several other concerns noted. 


GENERAL GROWTH 


The group discussion on 
general growth matters not- 
ed that a way to control 
growth must be employed. A 
lobby of the government was 
suggested as a possible 
means of slowing or con- 
trolling the growth of the 
town. Concern was express- 
ed regarding the adverse 
affects of growth; including 
pollution, loss of community 
identity, and areas where 
further growth can be acc- 
ommodated. 

The group recommended

Play called serious 
in educating 


Members of the St. Albert 
Parish Kindergarten were 
pleased to have Mrs. Norma 
Jean Heine as guest speaker 
at their final parent meeting. 
Mrs. Heine is an early 
childhood consultant with 
Alberta Recreation Parks and 
Wildlife. 

Mrs. Heine praised the 
parents for attending. She 
said, ‘‘so often in the past, 
parent participation was not 
encouraged in the school 
program. Nowadays, the 
education system is aware 
that parents are eager to help 
and are valuable when in- 
volved in the program."’ 

Mrs. Heine stated that 
parents played an important 
role in understanding the 
value of play. If more people 
were aware of the skills that 
children gain through play, 
their attitude would be diff- 
erent. She said that some 
parents feel their tax dollars 
are wasted on play in a 
school program because play 
is considered unimportant by 
these people. Mrs. Heine 
stressed that ‘‘play is a 
child’s whole life;’’ it pre- 
pares him for ‘‘the game of 
life."’ *‘It’s a prerequisite tor 
learning.’ To stop play is to 
thwart learning. 

She continued saying that 
when you consider that a 
child gains half his know- 
ledge by the age of four and 
another 20 per cent by the 
age of eight, we are looking 
at a very important part of a 
person's life. She empha- 
sized that we must provide 
children with stimulating 
play and that too often, due 
(0 apathy, play is ‘leftover 
lime in leftover spaces."’ The 
community's chief excuse for 
not providing adequate play 
is that there is too high a cost 


{o maintain facilities. She 
urged people to be concerned 
about the lack of play 


facilities in the community 
and to take action if they are 
poor. 

An excellent film called 
‘The Serious Business of 
Play’’ was shown. Its main 
message was ‘‘What | hear | 
forget, What I see | remem- 
ber, What I do I learn.”’ Mrs.

Stephen Leacock defined humor as “the 
kindly contemplation of the incongruities 
of life, and the artistic expression thereof.” 

But kindliness does not seem a dominant 
quality of much humor today. 

Popular humor often makes fun of the 
other person’s weaknesses and failures, 
even of his or her deformities of body and 
mind. It delights in the embarrassment 
and discomfort of others and in well-honed 
sarcasm at their expense. Much humor 
today is an exercise in self-aggrandize- 
ment: its practitioners seem to think that 
they will stand so much taller if they can 
cut someone down. 

The form of humor called satire can be 
an effective means of attacking injustices, 
exposing evils, puncturing pomposities. 
But many of today’s satirists seem to be 
simply saying, “See how very clever we 
are, you stupid sods out there!” 

We need more of the humor which has a 
dominant element of kindliness in it, the 
kind which helps us accept life’s little 
ironies and idiocies and everyday 
incongruities, the kind which can be 
healing balm for the hurts of our hearts. 

The late Gordon W. Allport, one of the 
more influential psychologists of our time, 
studied the role of humor in mental health 
and came to this conclusion: “We have 
grounds for supposing a person’s sense of 
humor is closely related to his degree of 
self-insight. One who can laugh at himself 
is unlikely to feel greatly superior to 

others. Humor tells us that our total 
horizon of life is too wide to be compressed 
into our present rigidities. The neurotic 
who learns to laugh at himself may be on 


the way to self-management, perhaps to 
cure.

Dick 
Lough thinks it can. Lough, 
aquatics director at Toronto's 
Fitness Institute, is the crea- 
tor of Aquabics -- a fitness 
program designed as much 
for the mind as the muscies. 
**It’s not intended to make 
you look like Tarzan,’’ Lough 
says. ‘‘It’s supposed to make 
you féel better.”’ 

The basic principle of 
aquabics is to use the natural 
resistance of water to push 
against. Since the resistance 
is liquid (rather than solid, as 
in isometricts), there’s less 
physical strain and you're 
not worn out at the end of a 
workout. But the exercises 
will, Lough claims, keep you 
trim.

will be held at the pool from 9 
-11p.m., every Tuesday and 
Thursday. For the cost of the 
admission fee (75¢), adults 
can take one, two, three or 
even four half-hour lessons 
or just swim for fun. Or mix 
and match with some time 
spent with lessons and some 
with recreational swimming. 
And the lessons can be at any 
level of swimming, diving, 
life-saving, stroke impro- 
vement, etc. ‘‘You pays your 
money and you takes your 
choice.”’

the junior level can bring 
their equipment (which will, 
of course, -be subject to 
approval by the pool staff) 
and for the normal admission 
fee will be introduced to 
different types of equipment, 
their uses, safety, ways of 
entry into the water, brea- 
thing, “‘ditch and recovery’’ 
as well as supervised fun and 
games. Approved skin diving 
equipment is allowed in the 
pool on Saturdays from 8 - 10 
p-m., and on Sundays from 
10 a.m. - 12 noon. 

Clinics on springboard 
diving, water polo, small 
crafts and synchronized sw- 
imming will follow on succ- 
essive Sunday evenings in 
June. 

For reasons of safety, 
children of seven years and 
under must be accompanied 
and supervised in the pool by 
a responsible person of at 
least 16 years of age at all 
recreational swim sessions. 
Children of that age can and 
do get into difficulties, lack 
the ability to reason and are 
really too young to undertake 
the responsibility of personal 
safety. Our shallow tank in 
St. Albert increases in depth 
from 3% feet to 4% feet 
within 20 feet. Children 
under eight have seldom the 
swimming ability to extricate 
themselves if they get into 
difficulties in the deeper 
water and require constant 
supervision. The policy has 
evolved from experience and 
the main concern is the 
safety of our younger swim- 
mers. Parents are asked for 
their co-operation; if there 
are any questions, members 
of the pool staff will be 
pleased to answer them. 

Our younger swimmers 
should have fun at King 
Neptune’s Water Circus on 
Saturday mornings from 9 - 
11 a.m. King Neptune and 
his attendants will be present 
and half the time will be 
spent with organized (and 
supervised) games, races, 
ete. The other half will be 
recreational swimming. Ch- 
ildren can bring their water 
toys; their use will be at the 
discretion of the lifeguards 
but short of submarines the 
choice is quite wide! Parents 
are reminded of the policy 
mentioned above regarding 
children of seven years and 
under. Depending on how 
this new program goes, the 
accompanying parent or oth- 
er responsible person may be 
asked to stand on the deck 
and supervise the activities 
of his or her charge. 

During family swimming, 
water wings are permitted - 
though only as an assist in 
orientation or with learning 


to swim. On no account 
should they be regarded as a 
substitute for parental su- 
pervision.

Hog numbers down, 


prices stronger 


Statistics Canada reports 
that Canadian hog numbers 
at April 1 were estimated at 
5.6 million, down 20% from a 
year earlier. A 31% decline 
was registered in Western 
Canada, with the East off 
9%. 

The report indicates mark- 
et hogs under three months 
were down 26% in the West 
and 6% in the East for a 
decline of 11% nationally. 
Market hogs over three 
months were off 26%. Any- 
way you look at it marketings 
over the next few months will 
be considerably below a year 
earlier. 

Farmers reported spring 
and summer farrowings will 
be down 11% and 2% 
respectively, compared to 
year earlier levels. 


To the first of May 
Canadian hog gradings were 
nearly 13% below a year ago. 
Almost all the reduction was 
accounted for in production 
declines in Western Canada. 
U.S. production is down 
about 7%. 

With North American pork 
supplies shorter, market 
prices have moved upward in 
recent weeks, topping $60 
per cwt. dressed at Toronto 
just recently. In recent 
months the heavy beef 
supplies, and relatively lower 
prices were cited as factors 
holding down hog prices, but 
recently fed cattle prices in 
North America rallied as 
well. Trade statistics indicate 
that though total pork ex- 
ports are down slightly to

date, shipments to other than 
the U.S. are up, primarily 
because of spot purchases by 
the Japanese. Pork imports 
to date are well above a year 
ago, but levels during April 
dropped considerably from 
those prevailing during Feb- 
ruary and March. Pork 
imports and exports are 
about in balance through 
early May this year. 

Pork consumers no doubt 
notice the upward pressure 
on prices of pork and pork 
products. To them this is 
discouraging but to pro- 
ducers, the trend of the 
market is welcome news. As 
indicated before, price is 
determined basis supply- 
demand relationships, with 
prices moving up and down, 
but in the longer run pro- 
ducers must have a reason- 
able return in order to 
encourage future production 
of adequate consumer supp- 
lies. 


PAYMENT UNDER COW 
STABILIZATION 
PROGRAM 


A payment of $5.08 per 
ewt. live is being paid on 
eligible cows under the pro- 
visions of the federal stabil- 
ization of the slaughter cow 
program announced last De- 
cember. Producers can se- 
cure claim forms from the 
various livestock market ch- 
annels, i.e. stockyards, com- 
munity auctions, packing 
plants; agricultural repre- 
sentatives; federal livestock 
offices etc. 

Canadian cow marketings, 
as measured by Canada D 
gradings, to May 3 totalled 
236,529 head, up 24% from a 
year earlier. Cows represen- 
ted 20.1% of the slaughter 
this year compared to 18.7% 
in 1974.

srowth decisions 


The MD of Sturgeon 
expressed its chagrin May 15 
at Edmonton’s recent voting 
out of the North West 
Freeway and a three year 
Edmonton Regional Planning 
Commission development fr- 
eeze for the area while 
growth studies are under- 
way. 

But the MD is not taking 
this lying down and has 
already taken action to 
redress the situation. 

“If the city has gone public 
it forces us to go public,”’ 
said Councillor Clay Crozier 
after hearing about Edmon- 
ton's decision to discount the 
concept of the North West 
Freeway. 

The MD will send a letter 
to Edmonton asking that City 
to reconsider its decision to 
disregard the North West 
Freeway concept. It is felt 
that it is out of order for the 
city to rule on major access in 
North Edmonton when it has 
already been made clear why 
traffic studies are taking 
place between St. Albert and 
Edmonton. 

Reeve of the MD Bill Flynn 
expressed optimism that the 
Minister for Highways was 
‘leaning our way,’’ and the 
MD will emphasize at a 
coming meeting between the 
MLA and the Department of 
Highways that it is all for the 
widening of Highway Two, 
the North West Freeway and 
developing the proposed 
Ring Road. 

On talk of the three year 
development freeze by the 
ERPC Councillor Lawrence 
Kluthe felt that this was 
highly unrealistic, Reeve 
Flynn chipped in that if the 
MD had its general plan

However 
the school division will 
absorb increased costs in 
utilities, caretaking and 
maintenance services. There 
is also an added proviso that 
the MD will make no further 
charges against the Division 
during the time the school 
exists ‘‘except for any addi- 
tional space that the division 
might request: the MD to 
make available to it in the 
future." 

In acquiring the Cunning- 
ham School the MD will 
receive a building of 9,253 
square feet and also a five 
acre parcel of land which is

erely than those directly 
involved in the strike. 

I have many representa- 
tions in one form or another 
from farmers and_ their 
spokesmen asking for an end 
to strikes, for a better way of 
solving disputes, he said. 

‘I do not agree, however, 
that making strikes illegal is 
the solution, as many sugg- 
este. 

Strikes started to be used 
by workers as a weapon 
when they were illegal, Mr. 
Lang said. That did not deter 
their use then, and there is 
no certainty that it would be 
different today, he said, 
unless a satisfactory alter- 
native is found. 

We have a very practical 
example of this in the case of 
one Commonwealth country 
which recently made strikes 
illegal and that year had 
more strikes than we did. 

Mr. Lang said that workers 
must have confidence in 
some alternative of arbi- 
tration, arbitration which is 
fair. Farmers can help by 
insisting on a fair process 
and by tryirig to talk directly 
to workers and their unions 
about the harm strikes do 
and about the need to accept 
a reasonable alternative. 

In this way we might work 
to end the general use of the 
strike weapon with its 
accompanying high costs in 
terms of time and money lost 
by all concerned.

Alfalfa processing 
industry report 


Alberta's processed alfalfa 
products have two main 
outlets on the domestic 
market. They are commercial 
feed mills and direct pur- 
chases by livestock produc- 
crs from the processing 
plants. 

This fact was shown ina 
study carried out last year by 
Alberta Agriculture to docu- 
ment the production and 
marketing potentials of de- 
hydrated alfalfa and to re- 
commend changes that may 
be necessary for these 


potentials to be fully de- 
veloped. 

The study shows that 
feedlot operators use the 
highest volume of processed 
alfalfa products, followed 
closely by dairymen. Next 
come producers of hogs, 
sheep and horses. 

‘Alfalfa cubes,’’ says the 
study report, ‘‘are now being 
more readily accepted by 
dairymen and cow/calf oper- 
ators as an alternative to 
baled hay because of the 
ease with which they can be 


handled, their adaptation to 
mechanized feeding and the 
elimination of waste.’’ It 
appears that alfalfa cubes 
and other dehydrated for- 
ages will present more of a 
challenge to conventional 
baled hay as baler twine 
costs accompany the rise in 
labour costs. 

Because the cubes are so 
easy to handle and do not 
cause digestive problems, as 
sometimes happens with 
alfalfa pellets, it is likely the 
farmer market will continue 
to increase. 


Is Your Field Work Pattern Efficient? 


Most popular patterns today 


Today's big power tractors 
and wide implements are chang- 
ing the traditional patterns of 
field work. Big rigs are acre- 
eaters working down the fur- 
rows, but they are not made for 
corner turns that once were 
considered a key part of tillage. 
Farmers may need to make 
some changes in field patterns 
to get the best out of their trac- 
tors and implements. 

“The primary objective in es- 
tablishing an efficient field pat- 
tern is to minimize the amount 
of field travel,” says Donnell 
Hunt, University of Illinois 
agricultural engineer.“ The num- 
ber of non-working turns, the 
travel distance in a turn and the 
amount of non-working travel 
in the interior of a field all add 
up to lower efficiency.” 


These drawings shows some 
favorite field patterns. Today, 
most farmers plow with a head- 
land system. Circuitous patterns 
with rounded corners or turn 
strips at the diagonals just 
don't work well with today’s 
six to eight bottom plows. 


It takes a larger headland to 
turn big plows. However, this 
disadvantage is offset by less 
compaction since there is less 
travel over the headland. Len 
Schreiber, manager of Allis- 
Chalmers Implement Merchan- 
dising, says, “Too many farm- 
ers are not allowing enough 
turning space. They use six or 
eight row headlands. That isn't 
enough for an eight bottom 
plow. The outer corner of a big 
implement swings at high veloc- 
ity and can cause damage if 
there isn't plenty of room.” 


For discing, chisel plowing, 
and cultivating, big implements 
do have a large advantage over 
the smaller models of a decade 
ago. There's no way an 8-ft. 


disc could be turned to go in a |

tern. When getting up in the 
16- to 18-ft. widths, tractors can 
make the turn and greatly im- 
prove field efficiency. | 

“Raise these implements out 
of the ground when making a 
turn,” Schreiber advises. “Too 
many farmers are making 90 
degree and 180 degree turns 
with the implement in ‘the 
ground. This puts a lot of stress 
on the end serving as the pivot.” | 

The problem is that gauge 
wheels of chisel plows and field 
cultivators usually don’t pivot. 
This put stresses on the gauge 
wheel that it is not designed to 
tolerate. Schreiber points out 
that this can be a problem in 
circuitous patterns. Instead of 
going around and around the 
field, he advises a continuous 
pattern with implements lifted 
on turns. 

Hitches are designed to pull 
straight ahead. When a sharp 
turn is made with the impie- 
ment in the ground, stresses are 
created that the tool is not de- 
signed to handle.

ways turning stresses for which 
older implements were not de- 
signed. This kind of turning ac- 
tion requires special considera- 
tion by the operator to avoid 
damage to rigid type hitches. 

How wide should the lands 
be? The wider the land, the less 
time spent with the plow in the 
ground. Width of land depends 
on how much time a farmer 
can afford to spend making 
turns. 


Straight lands are important. 


.If they taper, row problems 


may develop both in planting 
and at harvest. It may pay to 
have lands staked to make sure 
they are parallel. Once estab- 
lished in rotations with continu- 
ous corn/ soybean combinations, 
the back furrows are easy to 
locate and follow. Irregular 
fields present special problems. 


Farms should be studied to 
see if the most efficient field 
patterns are being used in con- 
nection with the equipment be- 
ing operated. With todays’ in- 
vestment in equipment and la- 
bor rates, farmers cannot afford 
to waste travel time.

In 1973, Mr. Justice Hall 
was appointed arbitrator of 
the national rail strike, and 
last year he carried out a 
one-man commission study 
of the court system in the 
province of Saskatchewan. 

Serving with Mr. Justice 
Hall will be four commis- 
sioners, who will be named 
in the near future. The head 
office of the commission will 


be located in the prairies. 

The ministers said that the 
inquiry commission in its 
recommendations will ex- 
amine both the quality and 
costs of the rail service now 
available as well as that 
required for the future. 

They will also examine 
alternatives to the present 
system, farm to elevator 
trucking patterns, the quality 
of the present elevator 
service available and future 
plans of the elevator com- 
panies, as well as road and 
community development pl- 
ans of the provincial govern- 
ments on the prairies. 

In looking at the impact of 


rail line utilization on com- 
munities, the inquiries will 
study rural development ob- 
jectives, related highway 
systems and their direct and 
indirect impact on the via- 
bility of rural prairie com- 
munities. 

Particular attention will be 
paid to the possibilities of 
agricultural processing, oth- 
er manufacturing and re- 
source development. 

In making recommenda- 
tions about the use of the 
branch lines, the commiss- 
ioners will be required to 
take into account the impli- 


cations of such matters as - 


joint running rights over 
branch lines, possible own- 
ership transfers, construc- 
tion of rail spurs and connec- 
ting lines, a common road- 
bed, reciprocal routing ag- 
reements and traffic diver- 
sions. 

Finally, they will be re- 
quired to determine the 
overall regional impact of 
their recommendations in 
terms of their cause and 
effect relationship on all 
components of the system. 

After thorough investiga- 
tion and public hearings on 


the 6,278 miles of line, the 
commission “could recomm- 
end one of three alternatives: 

First, it could recommend 
that any or all of the branch 
lines under consideration be 
reallocated to the basic 
prairie rail network of some 
12,500 route miles. 

A second recommendation 
could be that a branch line 
will be retained in its present 
frozen status for an indeter- 
minate period pending the 
anticipated development of 
agricultural processing or 
manufacturing facilities or 
natural resources. 

A third possibility could be 
the retention of the current 
frozen status for a short to 
medium term to minimize 
the impact on the region and 
to permit the completion of 
related transportation pro- 
grams. 

If, after detailed area stu- 
dies have been carried out, 
the future status of any line 
remains uncertain, the com- 
mission could recommend 
that further studies take 
place. In this case, the 
matter would be referred to 
the Canadian Transport Co- 
mmission. 


UGG offers contracts to cut 
risk of grain price drops 


A. M.. Kunciman an- 
nounced April 25 that United 
Grain Growers (UGG) has 
tested and ‘‘now will actively 
foster a forward pricing 
system to allow farmers to 
lock in the price of off-Board 
feed grains and oilseeds in 
the event that prices drop.”’ 

Through its 750 elevator 
outlets, the Prairie grain 
co-operative’ will offerfarm- 
ers a choice of several prices 
based on different futures 
months on the Winnipeg 
Commodity Exchange, he 
said. 

**Customers will be able to 
fix a price now even though 
the physical grain won't be 
harvested or delivered mon- 
ths from now. This will cut 


out price speculating.”’ 

Mr. Runciman said the 
plan was a direct result of 
UGG acquiring the market- 
ing expertise in its export 
operations formed last year. 

‘*As soon as a customer 
settles on a price he likes for 
a definite amount of grain 
and signs a contract, the 
elevator manager relays the 
information by toll-free WA- 
TS telephone to UGG traders 
at the commodity exchange. 
The grain will then be 
hedged on. the trading 
floor.’’ 

He cited as an example the 
market situation last Monday 
when a farmer in central 
Saskatchewan, for No. 1 CW 
rapeseed, could choose be- 


tween offers of $5.72, $5.55 
and $5.46 a bushel for rape- 
seed delivered on or before 
the May, June, October or 
November futures month. 

‘*As long as a farmer’s 
production costs are below 
those figures he can lock in a 
price that will guarantee him 
a net return. He makes the 
pricing decision.”’ 

He said United Grain 
Growers had developed a 
system for guaranteeing a 
definite floor price to farmers 
who deliver oilseeds. Also in 
the offing is a method to 
show farmers how to avoid 
price slumps for off-Board 
grains on country elevator 
storage tickets, through the 
use of stop-loss orders. 


Summer farm employment 
program applications accepted 


Employment of 8,000 Al- 
berta youth is the objective of 
this year’s provincial Summ- 
er Farm Employment Prog- 
ram. 

Established in 1973, the 
program is designed to pro- 
vide farmers with badly 
needed help and to enable 
young residents of the 
province to earn money for 
their education by providing 
them with employment dur- 
ing May, June, July and 
August. It will also give 
those who have not had any 
previous farm experience a 
chance to see whether they 
would like to take further 
training in agriculture. 

Applicants must be over 16 
years of age. If they are 
undér 18 they must have 
written parental consent to 


take a job under the 
program. They must also 
have lived in Alberta for the 
past six months and be 
legally entitled to work in 
Canada. Before commencing 
work, they will be required to 
attend a farm safety orien- 
tation course provided by 
Alberta Agriculture. 

Any Alberta farmer is 
eligible to apply for an 
employee, providing he is 
prepared to hire the employ- 
ee for not less than two 
weeks, Under the present 
program he is entitled to hire 
a member of his immediate 
family if he so wishes. 

Wages are negotiated be- 
tween the farmer and the 
employee. The government 
will pay half the agreed 
monthly salary or $200 a 
month, whichever is the 


lesser. The government will 
also pay the employers 
contributions to the Un- 
employment Insurance Co- 
mmission and to the Canada 
Pension Plan. 

There is no guarantee that 
an application has been 
accepted until the applicant 
has been notified by the 
manager of his local Canada 
farm labour pool office. All 
applications will e processed 
on a ‘first come - first serve’ 
basis. 

Pre-registration forms sh- 
ould be submitted imme. 
diately. They can be obtained 
from district agriculturists, 
regional representatives of 
the Department of Recrea- 
tion, Parks and Wildlife, 
operational placement offices 
and local Canada farm labor 
pool offices.

Property ownership basic human right 


The Association to Defend 
Property Rights, a Calgary 
based organization, issued 
the following statement re- 
cently opposing the proposed 
land use planning legisla- 
tion. 

The statement is also in 
opposition to much of what 
has been presented by the 
Land Use Forum in recent 
months. 

ADPR is a citizens or- 
ganization which upholds the 
rights of the individual to 
own property. 

ADPR feels that the basic 
issue of land-planning legis- 
lation is: does the landowner 
have the right to do as he 
pleases with his land. . . or 


does the government have 
the right to dictate such uses 
and to compel obedience by 
force. 

A quote from a report 
published by the Land Use 
Forum points to a move in 
this direction. It reads: ‘‘It is 
evident that ‘‘absolute pro- 
perty rights’’ in land is no 
longer acceptable to society 
and the land is a resource 
which must be managed in 
the interest of all citizens and 
is not simply a commodity to 
be bought and sold.”’ 

ADPR holds that the result 
of such a proposal is to turn 
the landowner into a tenant 
on his own land. The state- 
ment also points out that the 
proponents of land use plan- 
ning admit they are pro- 
moting a concept of steward- 
ship to replace 
ownership. The implication 
is therefore that property 
owners under such a system 


that of 


hold their land only by 
government permission and 
what the government gives 
the government can take 
away. 

The ADPR statement also 
notes that the land use forum 
report substitutes kings and 
feudal lords with the ‘‘public 
good."’ 

‘According to the advo- 
cates of land-use legislation 
the land owner only holds 
land for the public good,’’ 
the statement goes on. 

Because there is no public, 
only individuals, what the 
public good amounts to is 
that some men’s goods take 
precedence over other men’s 
rights. 

The ADPR also feels that 
the report of the Land Use 
Forum will tip the scale 
toward even greater control 
of the use and disposition of 
land.
